Rob Lach lovingly pats a hulking, pale-blue arcade cabinet 
with the Chicago flag painted on the side and a marquee 
that reads “Indie City Arcade.”

Many of the brightly lit arcade machines lining the walls 
of Emporium Arcade Bar— classics like “Galaga” and “Mor- 
tal Kombat”— were mass-produced by the tens of thou- 
sands in Chicago during the 1980s and ’90s and played in 





nearly every mall, amusement park or laundro- 
mat in America. But the “Indie City Arcade” 
cabinet is one of a kind— literally 

Housing 13 mini-games created by local 
gaming enthusiasts, Lach and a few volun- 
teers pieced the cabinet together by hand. It 
is the result of a two-year project of Indie City 
Games, a Chicago-based collective of self- 
described “video game nerds” created in 2010 
to bring together people interested in making 
independent games. 

The idea of making an arcade cabinet was 
to raise awareness of Chicago’s growing in- 
die game scene, member and game developer 
Jake Elliott said. 

“The indie DIY culture is big in Chicago 
with music and food and other things, but we 
also wanted to be a part of the conversation,” 
said Elliott, 30, of Logan Square. 

Initial talks with Logan Square bar the 
Boiler Room and a couple of other establish- 
ments about hosting the Indie City machine 
went nowhere, but when Emporium opened 
during the summer of 2012, it was “a perfect 
fit,” Elliott said. 

“They emailed us in December to ask us 
and we were like, ‘Yeah, cool,’ ” said Danny 
Marks, who co-owns the bar with his brother 
Doug. 

“We did have to take “Centipede” off the 
floor to make room and that hurt a little bit, 
but it’s a really cool thing,” Danny Marks said. 
“It’s made by local game developers and a lot 
of the games we have here are local games 
from the past, so it really seemed like a no- 
brainer.” 

All 13 minigames in the Indie City Arcade 
cabinet were created during a recent month- 
long “Game Jam,” in which Indie City mem- 


bers were asked to make drinking-related 
games in honor of Emporium. The booze- 
soaked, 8 -bit style “Super Blackout,” for in- 
stance, asks players to pass out from too much 
drinking before their opponent can while 
keeping a sharp eye on their “bladder meter.” 

Ryan Wiemeyer describes his game, the 
awkwardly titled “Max Gentlemen Presents: 
A Gentlemen’s Drinking Game,” as an at- 
tempt to balance a pile of hats on your head 
while beer bottles whiz by you during a bar 
fight. 

“The idea first came from some spam email 
that mentioned Max Gentleman,” said Wie- 
meyer, 27, of AndersonviUe. “So we ran with it 
and came up with this Victorian-era wrestler 
guy obsessed with manners.” 

Eventually Indie City Games plans to move 
the machine to different locations around 
Chicago, creating brand new games to fit the 
setting. 

“Eor instance, if we move it to a bookstore, 
we might make all text-games or something,” 
Elliott said. “Or if we move it to a record 
store, we could do music games. There {are} a 
lot of possibilities.” 

In the meantime. Indie City game makers 
say they’re enjoying watching the public play 
their games. 

As two men wearing dark hoodies tap but- 
tons on the Indie City cabinet, “Max Gentle- 
man” artist Sarah Denis can’t help but smile 
at the fact that she’s in an arcade watching 
people play a game she helped make. 

“I loved places like this growing up,” said 
Denis, 25, of AndersonviUe. “So now, to watch 
people play something I worked on is such an 
exciting thing.”

rd love to see the word “fusion” retired from res- 
taurant menus. It gives me unpleasant flashbacks 
to the late ’90s, when suburban Brazilian-Japa- 
nese-American hybrids flung together ingredi- 
ents with utter abandon, covered everything in 
soy sauce and called it a day Fast-forward to the 
present day and counter-service Bucktown restau- 
rant En Hakkore has come around to redeem the 
term. “Fusion” isn’t spelled out on the menu, but 
with dishes such as Korean rice bowls sharing the 
spotlight with paratha tacos, that’s exactly what it 
is. For those on a budget, the mixed menu offers sizable portions with bright 
flavors and enough variety to satisfy cravings for multiple Asian cuisines.

Main attraction: freshness 

The three Korean bap bowls ($7.50-$i2) on the menu each include at least 13 
types of vegetables, from crisp cabbage to crunchy daikon radish sprouts. In 
a dish like the Al-bap bowl ($12), a simple preparation of four types of fish roe 
atop a rainbow of vegetables, the quality of the ingredients is paramount. I 
splashed a few spoonfuls of chili sauce atop the salad, but wanted the taste of the 
veggies and the bursting granules of fish roe to take center stage. Likewise, the 
Korean barbecue beef tacos (two for $7.50, also available with spicy pork filling) 
are made to order, which is crucial given that they’re wrapped with paratha, a 
buttery Pakistani flatbread that can become dense and cold over time. The food 
seems even lighter surrounded by the openness of the storefront, a minimally 
decorated room (which formerly housed sandwich shop Melt) with a glass front 
looking out onto Damen Avenue. 


Best value: Again, the bap bowls. 

These wok-sized bowls of veggies and rice are available topped with spicy pork 
or Korean barbecue beef (Bibimbap, $9.50), the aforementioned fish roe (Al- 
bap, $12) or sashimi (Sashimi-bop, $12), and are nearly enough for two people 
to share. Even if you’re proficient with chop sticks, all the tiny chopped veggies 
take a while to eat, meaning you could spend nearly an hour on dinner despite 
El-Hakkore’s counter-service setup. A shareable appetizer or substantial side 
dish, the Kim-bap ($6.50) is a nine-piece maki-like roll that adds barbecued beef 
to a roll of crabmeat and fried tofu, then wraps the trio in veggies and rice. The 
beef adds substance to the large rolls, while the pickled radishes, cucumber and 
zucchini lend some crunch. 


Tip: En Hakkore doesn’t serve alcohol, nor is it BYOB, but the friendly 
owners do stock an impressive selection of Asian soft drinks and juices, many 
of which I hadn’t seen before. If you want to break the ice with a drink before 
your dinner date, there are plenty of bars— like The Bluebird, Lemming’s, and

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Is it worth the trip to 
Chinatown for Korean fare 
at Ahjoomah’s Apron?

I live a few blocks from much-adored Korean 
barbecue joint Cho Sun Ok, so if I’m going 
to take the 40 -minute Red Line ride to 
Chinatown for Korean food, it’s got to have 
a certain level of “wow” Luckil}^ Ahjoomah’s 
Apron’s “well-being Korean” didn’t disap- 
point. 

Background: In a small storefront that 
used to house Emerald City, just a couple of 
blocks from the Cermak “E’ stop, Ah- 
joomah’s claims to be “the first authentic 
Korean restaurant in Chicago’s Chinatown.” 
And, reall}^ it’s the lone Korean-only restau- 
rant in Chinatown, although the ’hood is 
home to some pan-Asian spots. 

Owner Mickie Lee lives nearby in 
Bridgeport. She found herself driving to the 
suburbs frequently for authentic Korean 
eats, so when the opportunity to bring the 
food closer to home presented itself, she 
couldn’t pass it up. Ahjoomah is an endearing 
Korean word for a middle-aged mom. Lee 
said it reminds her of the women in her life 
who always cooked for her, including her own 
mom, who recently passed away 

The scene: Don’t expect grill-top tables 
and a smoke-filled dining room like the 
city’s Korean barbecue spots. Ahjoomah’s is 
airier and conversation-friendly Long tables 
with wooden benches, perfect for groups of 


The portions are enormous, at least enough 
for two (if not three) meals, so I recommend 
ordering a variety to share. Ahjoomah’s also 
offers “dinner for two” entrees ($21.95-24.95), 
which I can only imagine serve four. 

Service: The friendly staff was immensely 
accommodating, bringing more gochujang 
(the ubiquitous Korean hot sauce that makes 
everything taste better) and a fork for my 
friend who was struggling with the metal 
chopsticks. 

Bottom line: With most entrees clocking 
in at less than $13 and a BYOB policy (no 
corkage), we spent less than $20 per person 
and ended up with several boxes of leftovers. 
That much value, plus a welcoming atmo- 
sphere and straightforward but well-executed 
dishes, definitely makes Ahjoomah’s Apron a 
worthy stop for near South Siders. But even 
those from outside the neighborhood might 
be surprised to find themselves traveling to 
Chinatown for Korean food.

six or so, take up the middle of the room. 
On the night I went, customers ranged 
from a family with toddlers to six laughing 
teenagers to couples on date night. Even 
those unfamiliar with the cuisine will feel 
welcome and not the least bit intimidated. 
Artwork describing typical dishes and cook- 
ing philosophies line the gray walls, giving 
novices a chance to read up before ordering. 

The food: To start, my group of six or- 
dered five of the eight appetizers— and we 
definitely had a favorite. The kimchee pan- 
cake ($6.95) was less eggy and more golden 
than others I’ve had— I like this version 
better. It was slightly crisp and really show- 
cased the aggressive kimchee flavors. We 
weren’t fans of the chicken wings ($6.95), 
which were overwhelmingly sweet and so 


sticky that bits of our paper napkins tore off 
and stuck to our fingertips when we tried to 
wipe our hands. 

Ahjoomah’s banchan (typical cold Korean 
side dishes) weren’t as over-the-top as other 
places, such as the dozen dishes you’ll find at 
Cho Sun Ok, but the five plates we did get all 
tasted fresh. On the entree side, the dolsot 
bibimbap ($9.95), which comes in a sizzling 
stone bowl, wasn’t the best I’ve had. It was 
slightly skimpy on the beef, but it was entire- 
ly satisfying. After filling up on the addictive 
chunks of caramelized rice, I kept push- 
ing the bowl away and then pulling it back 
towards me. Still, the other chef’s specials — 
particularly the tender stir-fried squid and 
strips of pork ($12.95), dripping in a sweet- 
meets-spicy sauce— really stole the show
